Elected to Congress From Republican 


Stronghold. 


George W. Aldrich, a bold Repub- 
lican boss in New York State, went 
down to defeat in a battle for Con- 
gressional 
honors with James. flL 
Havens, Democrat, who is the first 
of his party to be elected to Congress*, 
from the district in 20 years. 


Mr. Havens, with only the shadow 


of an organization and limited re- 
sources, carried 17 out of the 22 
wards in the city of Rochester and 
all but one of the 19 towns in the- 
county of Monroe. By a vote approx- 
imating 51,000, Mr. Havens won by 
5,831 plurality. Two years ago Per- 
kins (Republican) carried the dis- 
trict by 10,107; the result shows 3- 
change of more than 16,000 votes. 
The Democrats were surprised at 
the magnitude of their victory. Th«- 
Republicans, chagrined at the com- 
plete wreck of what two weeks ago 
was regarded as the most perfectly 
balanced political machine in the 
state, are simply stunned at the re- 
volt of the people against it and its- 
master.

HECKERMAN LETTER 


A Visit to the Hoosier State—Tells of 


Traveling "Speakeasy." 


Terre Haute, Ind., April 3, 1910. 


While I am writing we are having 


& glorious April shower and this 
country needs it badly. I notice as 1 
go through the country that where 
men are plowing great clouds of dust 
- arise and the ground seems more 
. like an ash heap than anything else 
that I can think of. 
This is a very pretty city and one 
where there is lots of business. 
• Billy Sunday, the great temperance 
advocate, has been here for some 
time and many think the city will 
vote dry. Out here the flagmen on 
passenger trains, at least on one, sell 
stuff by the bottle. 'Tis done thus: 
The flagman rides in the rear end of 
the rear coach; this slick duck has 
a dress suit case in which he carries 
some stuff in bottles and he sells the 
same at 50 cents a bottle. This case 
he carries under the back seat in the 
car, lying on its side, and at the sta- 
-tions those who are onto the job will 
jump upon the platform and he will 
hand, a bottle and push the cash down 
into his pocket. This kind of a trav- 
eling bar room amused me so much 
that I said to the flagman: "Blow 
your breath in my face." 
This fel- 
low runs between Louisville, Ky., and 
Washington, Ind. He, I suppose, 
comes out with a grip full of filled 
bottles and peddles it out. Had you 
seen his face change color when I 
told him that I was onto his job and 
he would be reported, you would 
have pitied him, I know. 
'Tis not an unusual sight for me to 
see four teams plowing in one field, 
each team with three horses; the 
plowman rides and shears off two 
furrows as he goes along. 
Four 
teams cut off about ten feet each 
round, and this in some of our small 
fields would only mean going around 
about once. 
I met S. L. Snories of White Heath, 
111., one of the most pleasant gentle- 
men to talk to, who gave me some 
points about farming there; I'll tell 
nay friend Wertz of Cumberland Val- 
ley when I come back. 
This man 
owns 546 acres of this black soil, 
'tis rich and will grow anything that 
you may put in it. 
He farms 200 
acres each year in corn and gets on 
an average 100 bushels to the acre, 
100 acres in oats and 60 acres in 
wheat. He raises lots of hogs, and 
when I met him was 
returning 
home, having just shipped a car ot 
bogs that averaged three hundred 
live; for these he received eleven 
cents per pound on foot. 
He said 
that he had lots of corn yet, but he 
does not think hogs put on fat so fast 
itois season of the year, as the corn 
is too hard. 
J see .men in the fields husking corn 
every day and it looks very good. 
The crop last year was big and labor- 
ers were few, hence the corn was al- 
lowed to stay out all winter. 
I see 


many large cribs or rail pens well'. 
filled with corn yet. 
1 was at market the other mornim^ 


when I saw a food insiu ror condemn 
a lot of dried peaches <*nd decayed 
apples. These he threw jnio i-he gut- 
ter. 
This tact enraged not u.ily the 


owner of the articles but a numoer 01 
others, and they no doubf would have 
dealt summauly with the mspecco. 
had he not called the police. 
Some 
places these tood inspectors are veij 
severe in their treatment of those 
whom they dp not think are Jiving up 
to the letter of the law.

do?

Cause of Trees Dying 


Very indefinite information was 


contained in a request made by a 
Beaver County man, in writing to 
Prof. H. A. Surface, State Zoologist, 
Harrisburg, to ascertain the cause of 
his apple trees dying. 


Professor Surface replied that he 


was, of course, unable to give the 
cause. 
Unless specimens of twigs 


and bark are sent to him, or he can 
see the trees, it is iini,ossible to speak 
with any certainty as to why trees de- 
cline and die. The protessor's replj 
was as follows:

RECIPES 


When frying mush dip the slices 


first in the white of an egg. 
This 


makes it crisp.

Brown Sugar Caramels 


A pound of brown sugar moistened 


with a cup and a half of cream, or 
half cream and half milk. Cook on a 
moderate fire until the candy ropes 
in cold water. Stir in a tablespoonful 
of butter, season with vanilla and 
pour into a buttered dish until cool. 


Rhubarb Fool 


Cook half a pound of rhubarb with 


six tablespoonfuls of sugar, two slices 
of lemon and nearly one cupful of 
water, until tender. 
Into a pitcher 


put one pint of milk, three well-beat- 
en eggs, tbree tablespoonfuls of sugar 
and a pinch of salt. Stand the pitch- 
er in a saucepan of boiling water and 
stir until it thickens, do not boil. 
Then very gradually add the cooked 
rhubarb, stirring all the time and 
giving an occasional stir until cold. 
Then put it into a glass bowl, staud 
it on a glass dish and fill in the space 
between with sliced cake. 


Spanish Chocolate Cake 


Dissolve on back of stove one-half 


cup of grated unsweetened chocolate, 
one-quarter cup of granulated sugar 
and two tablespoons of milk. 
Beat 


to a cream one-third cup of butter 
and one cup of powdered sugar, add 
half-teaspoon vanilla. Next add the 
dissolved mixture and beat thorough- 
ly; now add gradually one-quarter 
cup of milk, one cup of flour and one- 
half teaspoon of baking powder, the 
latter mixed with the flour and added 
last. 
Bake in an oblong pan about 


three-quarters of an inch thick. Plaoe 
an ounce of unsweetened chocolate in 
a small teacup and stand this in a 
pan containing boiling water to melt 
it. Boil together until it forms a soft 
ball when dropped in cold water, one 
cup granulated sugar and five table- 
spoons of milk 
Take from fire, add 


vanilla and beat until white, yet soft 
and cieamy; spread smoothly on the 
cake while the cake is warm; then 
coat immediately with the melted 
chocolate, using a soft pastry brush, 
although a knife will serve the pur- 
pose. 
Cut in squares or diamonds 


and serve same day it is made.

Tinfoil 


Tinfoil, which is extensively used 


for wrapping tobacco and other arti- 
cles of commerce, is a combination of 
lead with a thin coating of tin on 
each side. It is manufactured in the 
following way: 
First, a tin pipe is made. This pipe 


is then filled with molten lead and 
rolled or beaten to the thinness re- 
quired. In this process the tin coat- 
ing spreads simultaneously with the 
lead core and continuously maintains 
a thin, even coating of tin on each 
side of the sheet of lead, even though 
it may be reduced to a thickness of 
only one-thousandth of an inch or 
less.
